fupporting

credit.— N o 
commercial 
nation, in Europe, can do without the aid of 
paper, and the inhabitants of the United States 
will find it a fevere ftruggle, if they continue »he 
experiment; an experiment which will ultimately 
be found dcftru&ive to our trade and popula­ 
tion. 


Foreigners will not be encouraged to emigrate 


and fettle among us ihottld they once be informed 
and perfuaded »hat we are very deficient in our 
quantum of circulating cafh, and that many of 
our people having fuffered a dimunition of pro- 
- pcrty, in c o n flu e n c e of the late war, and plac­ 
ing their confidence in the juftic* and honour 
ot their country, are now greatly diftrefled to 
procure the nccciTVies of life. 


T h is mode of thinking has been imprefled 
upon me from a c o n v e rs io n , at which I was 
prefent a few days fmce, with a number of my 
fellow-citiz^ns, who were afTembled together ; 
and I cannot forbear, thro* the channel ot your 
very ufeful paper, to communicate to the public 
what pafíed on the cccaflon. 


O n e of the company dedared himfelf 10 be 
indebted to the ftate, an i obferved that he was 
fully prepared, and wifhed the matter iet'led, 
provided himfelf with certificate« for that pur­ 
pose, and really hoped the prefent houfe of de­ 
legates would in this manner permit 
him to 
difcharge it. 


T h is declaration wat 
immediately received 
with approbation, by every man prefent, who 
was in a fimüar fituation. 
T h e y faid they hsd 
all provided certifícales for the payment of their 
feveral debts, and that they wete incapable of 
difcharging them any other way ; and therefore 
joined in devoutly wifhing our legifhtute would

O ur canveriation and ideas in politics ex­ 
tended farther, in which theie was a temarkable 
unanimity and coincidence of fentiment.

amount to the principal and interdi cf all her 
liquidated ccruficatcs ; and that the holders of 
iuch certiim tes fhould be permitted to exchange 
them for the faid paper currency, which would 
be a relief to the ftaie of much intereft, and be 
an aét of juftice to its creditors. 
Alfo it was 
thought that the faid paper currency fhould be 
received equal with certificates, for fuch debts as 
are ¿ue to the ftate. 
N o w , if it fhould happen 
that any on« wai net provided wiih money or 
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certificates, hfe would then have the alternative 
of this circulating papsr, and tho’ it might de­ 
predate it cou'd be of no conftquence f.o the 
fia*e, at $v; had received ir full value. 


W e ventured to conclude this fubje& with a 
perfuafton that every honeft man in Maryland 
would agree io our propofriont, and join with his 
vote for fuch an ztt ; as it had an immediate 
tendency to ratlce ihcufands happy, without any 
compulsion, injury, or wrong to any individual > 
neither cou’d it interfere wiift. any prior engage­ 
ment of the ftate.
